as you see in the movies—of the 
grinding miser with one mortgage on 
the farm and another on the hand of 
our Tair daughter, «iud our being giv- 
en choice as to which should be fore- 
closed; but it was a mortgage, and 
it worried us. It was one of those 
old-fashioned loans that never fall 
due, 
are always 
due, payment of 


which may possibly never be de- 
manded, but which may be called to- 
morrow. To be sure., in our part of 
the world the holder of a mortgage 
is not supposed to want more than 
his interest, and he is usually an in- 
vestor who 'lives on his income and 
would not know what to do with the 
farm if he got it, and we ought not 
not to have been worried about be- 
ing foreclosed upon. As a matter of 
fact, though, it never seemed right 
to my wife or me that the loan could 


- legally be called at any time. 


The thing that bothered us was 


this: We had been studying our sit- 
uation and we had made up our 
minds that there was no prospect of 
our ever making much headway in 
money matters unless we provided 
aurselves with better farming equip- 
ment. A 20-acre tract of the farm 
•was so wet that it was useful for 
nothing but pasture; and even as 
pasture it was not profitable because, 
for 
lack of drainage it was hum- 


mocky and grew a small and decreas- 
ing amount of poor grass and weeds. 


The remedy was plain—underdrain-

(2) 
The rate of interest will be 


lower under the Federal farm loan 
act than it has been, and more uni- 
form all over the country. 
This is 


because the law enables great quan- 
tities of farm loan bonds to be sold 
in denominations of from $25 to sev- 
eral hundred dollars, and thus even 
poor people will be able to invest in- 
farm 
loans. 
These bonds will be 


eagerly sought for by investors, small 
and large, because each of them, in- 
stead of depending on the success or 
failure of one particular farmer is 
based on the general success of farms 
all over the country, and it can never 
be that all farms are failures. There 
is a guaranty fund back of the mort- 
gage, in the form of the capitol

If a farm 


won't support a man in his living ex- 
penses, the loan isn't very good, any- 
how. 
I wouldn't belong to a Nation- 


al Farm Loan Association that made 
loans for other than productive pur- 
poses, even if the law allowed it. 


Each one of us had to subscribe 5 


per cent of his loan to start the capi- 
tal of our association, which was to 
be paid only if the loan was granted, 
then to be invested by the associa- 
tion in the stock of our Federal Land 
Bank. In case of a default in any of 
our loans—that is, in case any mem- 
ber fails to pay his installment when 
due, and in case our association de- 
faults also—we are liable to an asses- 
sment of another 5 per cent, just like 
stockholders in a national bank. We 
cAn protect ourselves against any as- 
sessment by being careful about the 
loans, and if we aren't the Govern- 
ment appraiser who has to approve 
them will be "careful for us. So the 
danger is much less, I figure, than it

JESUS AT POOL OF BETHESDA. 


LESSON TEXT—John 5:1-15. 
GOLDEN TEXT—It was Jesus which 
had made him whole.—John 5:15. 


, Following the events of last Sun- 
day's lesson, Jesus went to Jerusalem 
to attend the feast (v. 1). He went up 
according to the requirements of the 
Jewish law (Ex. 34:23; see Gal. 4:4), 
but he was not satisfied with the con-, 
ventional fulfilling of the duties for 
that occasion, nor was he occupied 
with social and commercial function*, 
but in "going about doing good." The 
feast was an occasion of joy and mirth 
on every hand, but in the midst of it 
is this great need so graphically pic- 
tured in this lesson. How true this is 
to our daily experience. 
Teachers 


should appeal to • the imagination of 
their scholars and describe as vividly 
as possible this pool. Let them depict 
a room, on the floor of which is a pool; 
in one corner of the room a stairway 
leading up to the ceiling; surrounding 
the room, at the top of the wall a 
broad walk; on the wall, 'looking down 
toward the floor and the pool is "fj 
multitude of them that were blind, halt 
and withered." 
These 
were 
the 


wretched ones who sought the pool, 
and evidently Jesus sought the most 
wretched of this company. 


I. Jesus went where there was need 


(v. 6). In the midst of this company 
Jesus "saw" this man lie. He had been 
there often (v. 7), and his case seemed 
to be beyond all hope, but "there is 
nothing too hard for God (Gen. 18:14; 
Jer. 32:17). 


II. Jesus throws the responsibility 


upon the man (v. .6). Jesus had eyes 
| not only to see need, but he also saw 


I God's and his own personal power to 


j relieve the need. The question is, what 


j do we see as we journey through life? 


I 
III. Jesus was moved with compas- 


sion (Matt. 14:14). He always has that 
feeling" when he looks upon suffering 
and the misfortunes of men (Heb. 
13:8; 4:15-16; Isa. 63:9). Jesus does 
not do for the man whatsthe man can 
do for himself; so he makes his first 
appeal to the man's desire and, through 
his desire, to the man's will, "Wilt thou 
be made whole?" The fact that he has 
been a long time in his predicament, or 
the fact that a sinner has been a long 
time in an evil state is no reason for 
supposing that Jesus will not take in- 
terest in him or that he cannot,save 
and help and heal him (Matt. 9:21; 
Luke 8:43; Acts 3:2). His question 
throws the whole matter upon the will 
of the man. Jesus is willing and able; 
the only question is, are we.willing?} 


IV. Jesus commands the impossible. 


The man thought the only way he 
could be made whole was through the 
efficiency of the waters in this pool, 
but Jesus, by speaking a word, had 
the power that would heal him (Ps. 


' 107:20); so today It is the power of 
the word of Christ that can save all 
who believe on him (Rom. 1:16). All 
we have to do to live is to hear and 
believe (John 5:24). With the com- 
mand of Christ, "Hise, take up thy 
bed," was enabling power. The cure 
was not only complete, 'but it was in- 
stantaneous (Acts 3:7,8). 
| 
V. He worked a complete cure. He 


was made whole even according to the 
question which Jesus had asked at the 
outset. The man at once began to use 
this Christ-given strength by taking up 
his bed, and doing exactly as he was 
'commanded (H Tim. 3:12). 
Jesus 


likes these hard cases, those of "long 
standing" (v. 5). He also likes those 
that are the results of sin, for that was 
his work in the world (v. 14; Matt. 
1:21). 


VI. Opposition and danger (vv. 10- 


15). The objection raised was that Je- 
sus had transgressed the Jewish law. 
The man's answer to 'this was, "He 
hath made me whole." 
The word of 


God is our law (Matt. 17:5).

This Teacher Blames Himself if His 


Pupils Are Failures 


In the March American Magazine 


is an interesting article by Merle 
Crowell about theSchool of Engineer- 
ing of the University of Cincinnati, 
where thestudents have to work with 
their hands in foundry and railroad 
yard at regular, paid jobs in order to 
graduate. The first aim of the Uni- 
versity is to eliminate misfits and the 
school has probably a higher percent- 
age of successful graduates than any 
other in the country. It is the idea of 
Dean Herman Schneider who said re- 
garding it: 


" 'If an earnest student with ave- 


rage brains is not a success we feel it 
is largely our fault. We have not by 
a long shot mastered the science of 
eliminating 
misfits. 
Sometimes it 


takes us many months, many shifts 
of occupation, to determine just what 
work a youth is best fitted to do But 
when 
a co-operative student 
(one 


who alternates in classroom and shop 
work) remains with us two years we 
are able to guarantee that he will be 
a success in the job to which we as- 
sign him.' 


"Schneider's system 
works. 
I 


found abundant paper proof of this 
fact in the records of the university; 
taut the practical affirmation came 
from the lips of Cincinnati's manu- 
facturers, 
contractors, 
operators, 


from the directors of eighty indus- 
tries 
which are co-operating with 


Schneider's school in the problem of 
making men efficient.
